an accurate job of telling speed 

Many an outraged motorist has argued 
with sincerity (but to little avail) that he 
was not exceeding the speed limit The 
evidence and testimony of the arresting 
officer indicated otherwise and the penalty 
had to be paid. What the motorist discovers 
only too late ts that his speedometer was 
lying-—causing him to violate speed laws 
unknowingly 

The dashboard instrument sometimes 
the cause of the trouble, but there can be 
other cause \ change in tre size, improper 
tire inflation, tire wear, even a sharp tem 
perature change can all affect the speed- 
ometel reading | sually these factors will 
not cause a serious error The Y can, how- 
ever, contribute to the error in an already

One speedometer manufacturer, after 
explaining the difficulty of producing a 
speedometer which 1s absolutely accurate 
at all speeds, states that a 5-percent error 
in the instrument itself is tolerable.

For every certain 
number of revolutions the drive train turns, 
a linear mileage is registered on the odom-

House plants for dark corners

By to- 
day’s standards, at least 80 percent of 
our houses are inadequately wired, And 
that goes for new homes as well as old 
We've added new electrical equipment 
so fast during the past 20 years that 
we ve completely outgrown our wiring 
systems. It’s high time for us to do some 
catt hing up 

You don’t have to be an electrician 
to know if your home is inadequately 


) 


wired. Do fuses blow out frequently 
Do lights flicker when appliances are 
turned on? Are your appliances sick 
slow to heat up, slow to work? Do you 
have extension cords strung around the 
rooms? Do motors overheat-—and even 
burn out? If these are some of your 
symptoms, your home has a bad case of 
inadequate wiring 

What's the cure? 

“When I check a house for wiring, 
the first thine | do,” said Richard G. 
Biermann, electrical contractor and en- 
wineer, “is look at the lead-in wires from 
the pole to the home If there are only 


two, | know the home is inadequately 


wired for present-day needs 


Moving indoors, Mr. Biermann next 
goes to the service entrance. All wires at 
the service entrance should be enclosed 
in metal conduit and in entrance boxes. 
If there’s an open box at the main en- 
trance where wires can be touched, this 
should be changed. It’s best to have no 
exposed wires in the home 

loday, anything less than a 100-am- 
pere service entrance is considered in- 
adequate, and many homes, of course, 
require more. Even a small home should 
have at least four or five general-pur- 
pose and appliance circuits, plus indi- 
vidual circuits to large appliances 

Next, a contractor will check the 
number of outlets on each circuit-——and 
their placement. He may recommend 
that certain circuits be split and recon- 
nected, or that new circuits be added to 
equalize the loads 

He'll make sure you have at least one 
20-ampere appliance circuit to your 
kitchen and that there are enough out- 
lets over counters and near the breakfast 
table 

In other rooms he'll check to see that 
there is a convenience outlet within 6 
feet of any point along all usable wall

Set plant on raised cone 
of soil in center of hole. Fill in 
ov remove soul from under 
roots until grafting knob is 
about one inch below the lev el
